dent 
Roosevelt tliat the 
Norwegian 
storthing had conferred on him the No- 
bel peace prize. 
A message to tbe 
same effect came from Mr, Leevland, 
the chairman of the Nobel committee, 
who conveyed to the president hearty 
good wishes and an expression 
of 
high esteem. 
The amount of money 
represented is $37.127.65. 


The rules governing the disposal of 
the 
prize money was made at 
the 


White House: 


f'The amount of the Nobel 
peace 
prize will be conveyed by the presi- 
dent to the trustees, to be by them 
used as the foundation of a fund tho 
income of which shall be expended 
for bringing together in conference at 
Washington 
representatives of 
labor 
and capital for the purpose of dis- 
cussing Industrial problems with tho 
view to arriving at a better 
under- 
standing between employers and em- 
ployes, and thus promoting industrial 
peace. • The president will appoint a s 
trustee» of the fund the chief justice 
of the United States, the secretary of 
agriculture, the 
secretary 
of 
com- 
merce and labor, a representative of 
labor and a representative of capital. 
The sum will be held in trust for the 
following purposes: 
To pay ofC t h e 
awards through a committee of six, 
two to serve one year, two for two 
years and two for three years, three 
of Its members to be representatives 
of labor and three of capital, chosen 
for distinguished 
service in the 
in- 
dustrial world for promoting righteous, 
industrial peace; and to All any va- 
cancies which may occur in this com- 
mittee by selection and appointment ia.

Little hope 
for his recovery Is held out by attend- 
ants at the emergency hospital, but 
his physician, Dr. W. P. Carr. still has 
some hope that hia patient may sur- 
vive. 
Senator 
Brown's 
temperature 
reached 104 and, according 
to 
hl» 
friends, he is steadily growing weaker. 


Mrs. Bradley spent another restless 
day in her cell at the house of deten- 
tion. and her only thought »cems to bm 
for the man whom she shot down. 


According to tho police, a number of 
prominent western i>ollticlan9 have no- 
tified her they are willing to furnish 
money for her defense. Several local 
restaurants telephoned tho matron at 
the house of detention that they would 
gladly serve Mrs, Bradley's meals free 
of charge. A representative of the Sal- 
vation Army also offered assistance. 
Mrs. Bradley is held without bail on 
the charge of assault with intent to 
kill. 
She will not be given a prelim- 
inary hearing until the extent of Mr. 
Brown's injuries are known. 


Mrs. Bradley declares 
she 
i» 
the 
mother of Brown's two children. 


The shooting occurred 
in 
Senator 
Brown's apartment In the Raleigh ho- 
tel. where Mrs. Bradley also had regis- 
tered 
under 
the 
name 
of "A. R. 
Brown." 
Two shots were 
fired, 
one 
grazing his left hand and the other 
entering the abdomen aud lodging In 
the pelvic cavity. 


The tragedy was the result of the 
old. old story of "a woman scorned." 
Senator Brown and Mrs. Bradley have 
achieved much unpleasant notoriety in 
Salt Lalce City by their alleged inti- 
macy. 
It resulted In the woman's hus- 
band divorcing her and in a charge of 
Immorality being filed against Bro^vB 
aud Mrs, Bradley by tho senator's late 
wife. Mrs. Bradley pleaded guilty, but 
the charge was afterward withdrawn 
and the case dismissed. 


Three years ago the senator's wife 
died, and since that time. It Is »aid, 
Mrs. Bradley has persistently pursued 
him from place to place, beseeching 
him to marry her and to acknowlQdge 
her two children. 


She insisted that there was something 
within the cavity. Finally the surgeons 
decided upon a second operation, and 
a towel which had been used in the 
first operation was found.

the officers rushed Kurovik to the po- 
lice station.

Company’s Refusal to Recognize Un* 
Ions May Cause Strike. 


Reading, Pa., Dec. IX.—A strike of 
its trainmen may follow the refusal of 
the Philadelphia & Reading railway 
to recognize the unions to which nearly 
5000 of its employes belong. Whether 
there will be a strike or not is still 
problematic, though 
the determined 
stand taken by the men is significant. 


International ofllcers of labor unions 
whose members are employed on the 
Reading railroad system arrived here 
to demand recognition of their organi* 
zations. They met committees of the 
local unions and alt hands went into 
conference on this question with Gen* 
«ral 
Superintendent 
Dice. 
Serious 
trouble is threatened unless the unions 
are recognized. It was stated on good 
authority that the company would nol 
do that; that the men had recently 
been given 10 per cent, advance, but 
that the organizations would not be 
accorded 
recognition. 
Hope 
is ex­ 
pressed that an amicable adjustment 
of the differences will be effected. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive En­ 
gineers, the Order of Railway Train­ 
men, the Order of Locomotive Fire­ 
men and the Order of Railway Con­ 
ductors all have similar 
grievances. 
They declare that some of their mem­ 
bers have been discharged simply be* 
cause they belong to these organiza­ 
tions, and they ask for % change in 
the company's attitude. It is alleged 
that whenever a member serves on a 
committee to present grievances he ia 
subject to dismissal. This, it is de­ 
clared, has been the policy of the com* 
pany for a long period.

Mis» Story 
met the foreigner in the hallway, and 
without a word of explanation 
he 
seized her by the hair and with one 
slash cut the greater part of her hair 
from her head. Releasing the scream* 
ing girl, the man escaped from the 
house. The girl’s crieu attracted a large 
crowd of men, who captured the for­ 
eigner and were preparing to haag 
him when he was rescued by a squad 
of police. 
Surrounded by the mob, 
which fought them for the prisoner* 
the officers rushed Kurovik to the po­ 
lice station. By the time the police ar­ 
rived there several hundred excited: 
people were in pursuit. For a half hour 
the mob lingered around the ttatiou. 
but dispersed when additional officers 
arrived to guard the Jail. 


Kurovik, the police say, is apparent­ 
ly insane and they considered it re­ 
markable that he did not kill the girl. 


Woman- About to Be Arrested For 
Forgery Shoots. Herself*

Ferver, 25 years old, cashier for a 
dermatologist, shot herself and dietf 
at the apartments of her mother in 
this city to escape being taken by a 
detective on a charge of forgery.

According to tho police, a number of 
prominent western politicians have no­ 
tified her they are willing to furnish 
money for her defense. Several local 
restaurants telephoned the matron at 
the house of detention that they would 
gladly serve Mrs. Bradley's meals free 
of charge. A representative of the Sal­ 
vation Army also offered assistance. 
Mrs. Bradley is held without ball on 
the charge of assault with intent to 
kill. 
She will not be given a prelim­ 
inary hearing until the extent of Mr. 
Brown’s injuries are known. 


Mrs. Bradley declares she it the 
mother of Brown’s two children. 


The shooting occurred in Senator 
Brown’s apartment in the Raleigh ho­ 
tel, where Mrs. Bradley also had regis­ 
tered 
under 
the 
name 
of “A. R. 
Brown.” 
Two shots were fired, one 
grazing his left hand and the other 
entering the abdomen and lodging in 
the pelvic cavity. 


The tragedy was the result of the 
old. old story of “a woman scorned.M 
Senator Brown and Mrs. Bradley have 
achieved much unpleasant notoriety in 
Salt Lake City by their alleged inti­ 
macy. It resulted in the woman’s hus­ 
band divorcing her and in a charge of 
immorality being filed against Brown 
and Mrs. Bradley by tho senator’s late 
wife. Mrs. Bradley pleaded guilty, but 
the charge was afterward withdrawn 
and the case dismissed. 


Three years ago the senator's wife 
died, and since that time, it Is »aid, 
Mrs. Bradley has persistently pursued 
him from place to place, beseeching 
him to marry her and to acknowledge 
her two children. 


She insisted that there was something 
within the cavity. Finally the surgeons 
decided upon a second operation, and 
a towol which had been used in the 
first operation was found. 


Shot Herself While Child Was Dying.

"HOLY HOUttV 


«n the Horn* of Mary and th« 


Saviour. 


Let me first give the mala outline* 


of the legend. At Nazareth was pre- 
served with pious care th* House of 
our Lady. The dwelling place in 
which she received the gracious mes- 
sage of the Incarnation, the 
lowly 


home which sheltered the Holy Fam- 
ily for so many years, was a very 
precious sanctuary. On May 10, 1291, 
a month after the taking of Tripoli 
and Ptolemais, this Holy House was 
carried by the hands of angels from 
Nazareth to a place in Dalmatla be- 
tween Fiume and Tersatz on the Ad- 
riatic shore. 


It was a. one romoed edifice, built of 


red square stones, fastened with ce- 
ment. and bore proof of age and Ori- 
ental design. It 'stood without any 
foundation and had a wooVlen decor- 
ated ceiling. The walls were cover- 
ed with frescoes; there was a door 
and a narrow window; inside there 
was an altar of stone, an ancient cru- 
cifix, a small cupboard, containing a 
few vessels of common use; a chim- 
ney and hearth, above which was a 
cedar statue of our Lady with the 
Hold Child in her arms. The pastor 
of the place learned in a vision that 
the building was the House of Our 
Lady; the stone altar that at which 
St. Peter celebrated mass, and the 
statue the work of St. Luke the Evan- 
gelist. In proof of the vision he was 
cured of a serious illness. A deputa- 
tion of four responsible persons forth- 
with were sent to Nazareth to inves- 
tigate the mystery, and there they 
found that the house was no longer to 
be found. 


Measurement and other means tak- 


en proved that the house that had 
suddenly appeared in Dalmatla. was in- 
deed none other than that which had 
as suddenly left Palestine. 
Three 


years after, on December 10, 1294, the 
Holy House again disappeared, and 
under the pontificate of Celestine V. 
came to Recanati, a little town in the 
March of Ancona, when it fixed itself 
In a laurel grove belonging to a pious 
lady called Loreto. It was discovered 
by some shepherds and soon became 
recognized, and was henceforth a 
much frequentel place of pilgrimage. 
Eight months afterward the house re- 
moved to a small hill, three miles 
from Recanati, to land belonging to 
two brothers, who, however, fell out 
shortly afterward over the division of 
wealth which began to flow to the 
new shrine. 


To save strife between the broth- 


ers the house was suddenly lifted once 
more, and this time settled 
down, 


finally, in the midst of the public wsy, 
which, had to be diverted in conse- 
quence. Here, too, in the course of 
time a chapel was built, which gave 
way In time to the present basilica. 
The famous pilgrimage of Loreto goes 
on today. Popes, kings and princes 
have visited this shrine and left great 
gifts. Later on a festival with litur- 
gical rites was instituted; and in time 
the feast of the translation of the 
Holy House was extended to many 
countries.

a great agricultural section, and its 
manfucturing industries make the 
farming industry all the more val- 
uable.

Women's labor is only 
mischievous 
when 
it reduces male 
labor to a parasitic position, as in the 
town of Dundee, where, owing to the 
fact that the competition of the low- 
wage countries of the East has to be 
faccd, employers cannot pay meji. and 
those who should be workers subsist 
upon Ihe wages of their wives.—Lon- 
don Mail. 


AVOMEN IN WORK, 


The London Mail, drawing attention 
to a statement of its New York cor- 
reiipondent concerning the extent to 
which the labor of women is replacing 
that of men, asks: 
Is such a process 
of substitution a good or a bad thing 
for Uie workers themselves and for the 
ytate to which they belong? 
If men, 
who generally require higher pay be- 
cause they have, as a rule, to bring 
up a fainjlyi are crowded out of work 
to Riako way for women, who lake 
lower wages because they are prepai'td 
to accept celibacy as their lot or be- 
cause they receive from their parents 
as a free gift some part of their cjst 
of living, the result would unquestion- 
ably be deplorable. 
It would mean 
that the social organism was commit- 
ting slow suicide. The male portion of 
the population would bo less and less 
aijle to piarr.V because it would lack 
the A>'ftge-earniiig power to maintain a 
wife and family. 
Th»- female poriion 
would be exempt from the economic 
pressure which mubt candidly be ad- 
.mitied^ in perhaps numerous cases, to 
be one of the causis' that lead women 
to accept marriage. 


Thus .where women were largely env 
ployed we should expect the birth-rate 
to fall, as it is falling in England and 
the United States, and the number of

But many women of high 
intelligence wlio are not married, or 
whose children liave gone abroad into 
tile world, carrying there the iniluence 
of their mothers' training to sweeten 
and strengtlien their own homes, are 
biuuul by every law of morality to find 
a beneficent outlet for their jiowers. 


The question, then, is not Avhat our 
women can do, but what they must do. 
Now, the woman of to-day has demon- 
strated the quality of her talent, cour- 
age and endurance. Therefore there is 
no excuse for ]ier not working. 
Just 
now, in civic affairs, her courage is 
perhaps a little in advance of her .1udg- 
ment. 
Her methods may not be so 
sopliistlcated. nor possibly so .¡udicious 
as those of her brother, but; one is sal'e 
in saying that her purposes are infi- 
nitely more idealistic than hi.«, and her 
attitude decidedly less compromising.

African Sandstorms. 


The sandstorms of African deserts 
are caused by the great power of the 
sun's rays, the extreme dryness of the 
air and the small conducting power 
of the sand. 
The superficial layers 
of sand in the deserts of Africa and 
Arabia often become heated to 200 de- 
grees F. to a depth of sevei-al inches. 
The air resting on this hot sami be- 
comes also greatly heated, thus caus- 
ing ascending currents. 
As a roiult, 
air flows in from all sides, and, difi'er- 
ent currents 
meeting, 
cyclones 
are 
formed, which are swept onward by 
the Avind prevailing at the time. 
Since 
the temperature of the air, originally 
hig-h, is still further raised by- the 
heated grains of sand with which it 
is loaded, it rapidly increases to a most 
intolerable degree. 
In the shade it 
has been known to reach 12(5 degrees. 
It is the parching dryness of this wind, 
its glowing heat and its choking dust 
and not, as is sometimes supposed, to 
any poisonous qualities it .possesses 
that its destructive oirects on-animal 
life are to be ascribed.

to the Carnahuba palm one cannot 
«ven reserve the bark. 


Its roots produce the same medici­ 
nal effect as sarsaparilla. 


From parts of the tree wine and 
Tinegar are made. 


Its fruit is used for feeding cattle. 
Of the straw, hats, baskets, brooms 
and mats are made. It is also used for 
thatching houses. 


The pulp has an agreeable taste, and 
the nut, which 
is 
oleaginous 
and 
emulsive, is sometimes used as a sub- 
etitute for coffee. 


Its stems afford strong, tlight fibres, 
which acquire a beautiful lustre, and 
serve also for joists, rafters and other 
building material. 


It yields 
also a saccharine

struments, water tubes and pumps are 
made.

Legend on the Home of Mary and tht 


Saviour. 


Let me first give the main outlines 
of the legend. At Nazareth was pre­ 
served with pious care the House of 
our Lady. The 
dwelling 
place 
in 
which she received the gracious mes­ 
sage of the Incarnation, 
the 
lowly 
home which sheltered the Holy Fam­ 
ily for so many years, was a very 
precious sanctuary. 
On May 10, 1291, 
a month after the taking of Tripoli 
and Ptolemais, this Holy House was 
carried by the hands of angels from 
Nazareth to a place in Dalmatia be­ 
tween Fiume and Tersatz on the Ad­ 
riatic shore. 


It was a one romoed edifice, built of 
red square stones, fastened with ce­ 
ment, and bore proof of age and Ori­ 
ental design. It stood without any 
foundation and had a wooden decor­ 
ated ceiling. 
The walls were cover­ 
ed with frescoes; there was a door 
and a narrow window; inside there 
was an altar of stone, an ancient cru­ 
cifix, a small cupboard, containing a 
few vessels of common use; a chim­ 
ney and hearth, above which was a 
cedar statue of our Lady with the 
Hold Child in her arms. The pastor 
of the place learned in a vision that 
the building was the House of Our 
Lady; the stone altar that at which 
St. Peter celebrated mass, 
and the 
statue the work of St. Luke the Evan­ 
gelist. 
In proof of the vision he was 
cured of a serious illness. A deputa­ 
tion of four responsible persons forth­ 
with were sent to Nazareth to inves­ 
tigate the mystery, and there they 
found that the house was no longer to 
be found. 


Measurement and other means tak­ 
en proved that the house that had 
suddenly appeared in Dalmatia was In­ 
deed none other than that which had 
as suddenly left Palestine. 
Three 
years after, on December 10, 1294, the 
Holy House again disappeared, and 
under the pontificate of Celestine V. 
came to Recanati, a little town in the 
March of Ancona, when it fixed itself 
in a laurel grove belonging to a pious 
lady called Loreto. It was discovered 
by some shepherds and soon became 
recognized, and 
was 
henceforth 
a 
much frequentel place of pilgrimage. 
Eight months afterward the house re­ 
moved to a small hill, three 
miles 
from Recanati, to land belonging to 
two brothers, who, however, fell out 
shortly afterward over the division of 
wealth which began to flow to the 
new shrine. 


To save strife between the broth­ 
ers the house was suddenly 'lifted once 
more, and this time settled 
down, 
finally^ in the midst of the public way, 
which had to be diverted in conse­ 
quence. Here, too, in the course of 
time a chapel was built, which gave 
way in time to the present basilica. 
The famous pilgrimage of Loreto goes 
on today. Popes, kings and princes 
have visited this shrine and left great 
gifts. Later on a festival with litur­ 
gical rites was instituted; and In time 
the feast of the translation 
of 
the 
Holy House was extended to many 
countries.—Fortnightly Review.

tute her only claim to distinction. 
As the leading centre of a highly 
unique and interesting and thriving 
industry, namely, the culture of the 
osier, or basket willow; both in re- 
gard to quality and quantity, Wayne 
County surpasses any other section 
in the United States. 


Just a mile or so north of the 


beautiful Wayne County village of 
Clyde, on the line of the Central Hud- 
son Railroad, half-way between the 
cities of Syracuse and Rochester, is 
located the largest farm in the 
United States, if not in the world, de- 
voted exclusively to the growth of 
basket willow. It is over fifty-five 
acres in estent and is owned by Ran- 
som R. Barnes, a leading citizen and 
business man of Clyde. 


Every year this unique farm is 


covered with a forest of liliputian 
trees, thousands upon thousands in 
number, which grow up in the spring, 
reach a state of satisfactory maturi- 
ty during the summer and are then 
cut down ia the fall. 
And on the 


Barnes farm this process has jeen 
repeated year after year for a quar- 
ter of a century. 
It is remarkable that the cultiva- 


tion of an agricultural product which 
tan be grown so easily and with so 
little expense and for which there is 
so strong a demand in the market, 
should be confined almost exclusive- 
ly to one locality, when the probabili-

Some fifty years ago the Rev. Mr.

And now. in brief, will be ex- 


plained the manner of starting a wil- 
low farm. First, of course, get wil- 
low sets, preferably those of a two 
years* growth; cat these into lengths 
of ten inches each; set them in the 
ground one foot apart, in rows three 
feet, apart; plant these pencil-like 
sets right side up—that is, larger end 
goes into the ground first, preserving 
the relative position it occupied upon 
the parent plant. 
It would not be 


fatal to the growth of the plant to 
put the set upside down, but in this 
case the '•shoot" which sprouts from 
the top of the set \vould start grow- 
ing toward the ground before taking 
a turn upward, forming an undesir- 
able crook. The set is left sticking 
out of the ground about half an inch. 
It will be three years before the sets 
reach a condition for profitable cut- 
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point when they can feace and cross- 
fence their farms with woven wire, 
thus enabling them to feed their sheep 
over the whole farm instead of confin- 
ing them to a permanent pasture. The

Sv.eet Corn For Fattening Hogs.

They -went further and bought 
all the baskets made by their less en- 
terprising compatriots,

found markets for their wares in dis- 
tant cities.

Cleanse the fleer so that it will be 
sweet and clean for winter use. A 
small hand spray pump and two or 
three buckets of whitewash will cover 
a goccly lot of poultry wall and ce'il- 
ing in & few hours, and there is noth- 
ing like a good application to make 
the house ciean and bright. 
Hens 


must be kept comfortable during the 
rainy days of late fall and the cold 
ones of winter if they are to do well 
and pay for their keep and profit be- 
sides.

¡Valuable Results From Selection. 
Improvement by selection has made 
the live stock of this country more 
valuable. It was once supposed that a 
three-minute gait in trotting was very 
fast, and the four-mile running horses 
barely accomplished the distance in 
eight minutes. 
A sixty-pound sheep 
was largo and the razorback hog was 
on every farm. Today we have trot­ 
ting hcc’ses that have gotten close to a 
mile in two minutes, the runner has 
nearly reached a minute and a half, 
while sheep that weight 400 ‘pounds 
alive are not rare.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord. 


Keep Up Fertility. 


To keep up the fertility of your land 
it is necessary to follow up some sys­ 
tem <5i rotation in 
cropping.

system of rotation to take up is that 
one which is best adapted to your 
community. Make an endeavor to se­ 
cure all the manure possible and don't 
forget to use it just as soon as you 
can get possession of it. Once you get 
the land strong in fertility use every 
means at your command to keep it so, 
and when this is done, and lived up 
to continuously, a fair measure of suc­ 
cess is generally assured.—New York 
.Witness. 


Sweet Corn For Fattening Hogs. 
One of the best crops that can be 
grown for 
fattening hogs is 
sweet 
corn, at least where early fall killing 
is desired and it can be fed in the 
green or doughy state. Early varieties 
can be planted three feet apart each 
way, which will insure as many or 
more bushels per acre than common 
field corn and its richness of sweet 
and Juice render it more palatable, di­ 
gestible and profitable to the hog fam­ 
ily. Many farmers have stumbled onto 
the fact of the great superiority of 
sweet corn for fattening hogs by feed­ 
ing up the cull stuff sorted from the 
corn that was raised for seed. Plant­ 
ing at different intervals, or plant­ 
ing kinds which will ripen in succes­ 
sion, one after the other, would prove 
successful for a steady feed and is 
sure to bring quick and satisfactory 
results.—Agricultural Epitomist.

Silo Notes. 


All th e g re a t d a iry s ta te s h a v e n u ­ 
m e ro u s Sil03. 


Silos are as common as barns in 
Wisconsin now. 


Twelve dollars 
a 
ton for hay 
is 
strong evidence that you ought to 
build a silo. 
Silage is more economi­ 
cally harvested, stored and fed than 
any other roughage. 


In ’88 the Department of Agriculture 
could find only 9 farmers in the coun­ 
try who used silos. 
Silaged-fed cows 
winter better, give more milk and do 
better when put on pasture than oth­ 
ers. 
If the silage moulds and decays 
on the top do not 
begin to worry. 
This seals up the rest and keeps all 
that is under 
in 
prime 
condition. 


Pack the silage well at the 
sides. 
The middle will 
settle of 
its 
own 
weight, but the contact with the sides 
of the silo 
keeps it 
from 
settling 
around the outer edge.—Indiana Farm­ 
er, 


Clean up the Poultry Houses. 


Every . poultry keeper should pay 
considerable attention from now on 
to cleaning up the poultry premises. 
Take out all the roosting poles and nest 
boxes and dropping boards. 
Spray 
them thoroughly and cover with air- 
slaked lime dusted into all the cracks. 
Cleanse the floor so that it will be 
sweet and clean for winter use. 
A 
small hand spray pump and two or 
three buckets of whitewash will cover 
a goudly lot of poultry wall and ceil­ 
ing in a few hours, and there is noth­ 
ing like a good application to make 
the house clean and bright. 
Hens 
must be kept comfortable during the 
rainy days of late fall and the cold 
ones of winter if they are to do well 
and pay for their keep and profit be­ 
sides. 


Mites will be especially active at 
this season and a thorough renovating 
of the poultry house will get rid of 
them. 
The warm nights will cause 
the mites and lice in the chicken house 
to thrive and multiply, and they sap 
the life of tha hen» and chicks or any­ 
thing within ¿heir reach. 
Give ifeem 


a good set-back at this season and it 
will last during the whole winter.— 
Farm Life. 


Wonderfully Efficient. 


Countless thousands are sorely an­ 
noyed, most especially at this time of 
the year by galled shoulders and trace 
rubs on their draft animals. Place in 
au old tomato can, one teacupful good 
hog lard; add one teaspoonful crude 
carbolic acid and stir in enough wood 
soot from cook stove to make this mix­ 
ture a goo/d black. 
Place the can in 
curry comb box and when done brush­ 
ing your horse rub with your finger or 
a small splinter a small quantity of 
the mixture on each affected place. 
If this is done at each currying, sav 
two or three times daily the result will 
be very gratifying. 
I have used this 
remedy for a number of years and can 
not recall a single instance where in­ 
flammation set in, wiien ,the above 
directions were carried out, even when 
the animal would continue to work. 
This will also make a quick growth 
of hair when applied to bare places— 
A. Myers, Jr., Bylialia, Miss. 


Sheep Are Good Property. 


It looks now like sheep, as well as 
corn, will remain at a good price for 
years, and a flock on the farm is pro­ 
fitable over and above receipts for 
wool, and mutton in the lamb in­ 
crease. Wallace’s Farmer advices the 
keeping of a flock of 50 on an 80 acre 
farm, or 100 on 160 .acres, and now 
th a t sheep are up in prices to start 
with twenty-five ewes and a pure bred 
buck, and thus grow the flock, and 
adds; 


The time is ripe, or nearly ripe, for 
the introduction of a flock on every 
farm. Farmers are now coming to the 
point when they can fence and cross­ 
fence their farms with woven wire, 
thus enabling them to feed their sheep 
over the whole farm instead of confin­ 
ing them to a permanent pasture. The 
permanent jmsture very soon becomes 
sheep-sick, and the farmer becomes 
discouraged. 
However, with sheep- 
tight fences he can use his sheep on 
the stubble fields or on the aftermath 
of the meadows, and he can fatten liia 
lambs in the corn field to the benefit 
both of the 
lambs 
and corn 
field. 
There is more money for the amount 
invested in sheep than in any other 
kind of live stock we know of. Sheep 
are high now; the probability is that 
they will continue high. 
Sheep may 
be lower than they are now—probably 
will be^-but we do not expect to live 
long enough to see sheep sell at the 
low price prevalent 
ten years 
ago. 
Even 
then, 
however, 
they 
were 
profitable. 
We will never have clean 
farms until we introduce sheep hus­ 
bandry. 
With the exception of this­ 
tles, mullen and cockleburs in their 
mature stage, sheep will eat every 
kind of weed that we know of on the 
farm, and profit by the eating of it. 
A properly fenced farm with a hun­ 
dred sheep will never be badly infested 
with weeds. Therefore, once more w& 
say, keep a few sheep. 
Don’t buy 
many, for two reasons: They are high 
now, and the she^p business is one 
that must be learned—not from books 
or papers, but from actual experience 
in keeping sheep. A flock of twenty- 
five will increase faster than the aver­ 
age man’s knowledge of how to keep 
them. 


A Unique Farm Industry. 


Farm and Garden Notes. 


Success with sheep cannot be had 
without kindness. 


Do not keep the old sheep, they take 
disease easily and so are a source of 
danger to the flock. 


Don't forget to whitewash the poul­ 
try quarters frequently, adding a lit­ 
tle carbolic acid to the whitewash. 


As a cure for stretches there's noth­ 
ing better than melted lard; as a 
preventive, succulent rations is par 
excellence the thing. 


What awful results come from care­ 
less owners trying to make the horse 
fit the harness. Keep your eyes open 
and adjust the harness to the horse. 


Alfalfa hay has been found most 
excellent for sheep, and a large flock- 
master is growing a good acreage of it 
for this express purpose. Lambs grow 
rapidly on it. 


Sheep detest mud and no matter 
how warm and commodious the barn, 
unless clean and dry, they will be very 
uncomfortable in it and consequently 
will not thrive. 


Little chickens, as well as the older 
ones need grit, chaicoal, crushed bone, 
etc. 
They have no teeth and they 
need something to help grind and di­ 
gest their feed. 


Close up those cracks in the stable 
so that the horse will have it as com­ 
fortable as possibly 
Keeping horses 
below the freezing »point in winter 
saves feed and saves horses. 


“The best is none too good for the 
farmer." Neither is the best hay any 
too good for the horse. 
It always 
seenjed to me 
that the horse 
that 
worked hard every day should hava 
the ¿jest feed. 


Here is a formula,for a cheapo and 
effective insect powder: Two pounds 
of tobacco dust, two pounds of sul­ 
phur, one ounce of jcarbolic acid. Mix 
and allow tp stand for twenty-four 
hours, when it can be pulverised and 
is r*«dy for use. 


The Tribune Farmer gives the fol­ 
lowing interesting account of the cul­ 
tivation of the osier or basket jQ^illow 
in the State of New York: 


The 
superior

ried far the fame of Wayne County, 
N. Y. 
But these products, although 
of prime importance, do not consti­ 
tute her only claim to distinction. 
As the leading centre of a highly 
unique and interesting and thriving 
industry, namely, the culture of the 
osier, or basket willow; both in re­ 
gard to quality and quantity, Wayne 
County surpasses any other section 
in the United States. 


Just a mile or so north of the 
beautiful Wayne County village of 
Clyde, on the line of the Central Hud­ 
son Railroad, half-way between the 
cities of Syracuse and Rochester, is 
located 
the 
largest 
farm 
in 
the 
United States, if not in the world, de­ 
voted exclusively to the growth of 
basket willow. 
It is over fifty-five 
acres in extent and is owned by Ran­ 
som R. Barnes, a leading citizen and 
business man of Clyde. 


Every year this unique farm Is 
covered with a forest of liliputian 
trees, thousands upon thousands in 
number, which grow up in the spring, 
reach a state of satisfactory m aturi­ 
ty during the summer and are then 
cut down in the fall. 
And on the 
Barnes farm this process has been 
repeated year after year for a quar­ 
ter of a century. 


It is remarkable that the cultiva­ 
tion of an agricultural product which 
can be grown so easily and with so 
little expense and for which there is 
so strong a demand in the market, 
should be confined almost exclusive­ 
ly to one locality, when the probabili­ 
ties are it would thrive well and 
prove a profitable crop over a wide 
range of territory, turning many 
waste places into productive lands. 
The explanation of this may lie in 
the fact that the subject of willow 
culture has not been presented to 
farmers for their careful considera­ 
tion. 
It is the purpose of this article 
to throw light upon the subject, in 
the hope that some will profit there­ 
by. 


A little historical information at 
this point may prove interesting. The 
basket willow was introduced into 
this country from Germany seventy- 
five years ago. 
It was brought over 
by a party of immigrants who came 
to the United States to find employ­ 
ment in the salt works located at 
Liverpool, N. Y. 


The willow is a hardy plant, and 
the sturdy German folk who brought 
it as a memento of the beloved fa­ 
therland, knowing its qualities, ex­ 
pected it wrould grow and thrive in 
the new home across the seas and lit­ 
tle pieces of it were set out in the wee 
gardens surrounding their humble 
American homes. 


The willow fulfilled the expecta­ 
tions concerning it. 
As more land 
was acquired by these thrifty people, 
more and more willow was grown, 
and after the regular day’s work was 
done, long evenings were turned to 
account shaping the willow into bas­ 
kets, which were sold throughout the 
neighborhood. 
Gradually the sales 
extended into adjoining neighbor­ 
hoods. 
After a time a few, more en­ 
terprising . than the others, stopped 
“making’* salt and devoted ail their 
time to the culture of basket willow 
and to the manufacture of willow 
ware. They went further and bought 
all the baskets made by their less en­ 
terprising 
compatriots, 
and 
then 
found markets for their wares in dis­ 
tant cities. 


L. L. Therwachter and the Biddle 
Brothers, of Liverpool, are at pres­ 
ent the chief buyers of willow and 
willow ware, and contract annually 
for hundreds of tons of willows 
grown in Wayne County alone, and 
manufacture thousands upon thou-

This is usually attempted by running 
the still in connection with a dye 
shop or some other chemical enter­ 
prise as a blind, 
We keep watch on

town well covered by sharp eyed and 
sharp nosed agents besides. 
We are 
constantly

moonshiners and sending them to 
jail. # But enough spring up in their 
places for you to say with safety that, 
as I say, there's more moonshining 
going on in New York City right 
along than there could be in ten 
Kentuckys." 


sands of willow products, which find 
a ready market in this and many 
other lands. 


Some fifty years ago the Rev. Mr 
Waldo, a Lutheran 
preacher, 
left 
Liverpool and settled in the town of 
Lyons. He brought some willow sets 
with him, and in connection with his 
ministerial duties, was very soon 
conducting a willow farm, and event­ 
ually became prominent in its culture. 
Twenty-five years ago Mr, Barnes ob­ 
tained a lot of willow sets from Mr. 
Waldo, and started what has grown 
to be the largest willow farm in this 
country. 


And now, in brief, will be ex­ 
plained the manner of starting a wil­ 
low farm. 
First, of course, get wil­ 
low sets, preferably those of a two 
years’ growth; cut these into lengths 
of ten inches each; set them in the 
ground one foot apart, iu rows three 
feet, apart; plant these pencil-like 
sets right side up— that is, larger end 
goes into the ground first, preserving 
the relative position it occupied upon 
the parent plant. 
It would not be 
fatal to the growth of the plant to 
put the set upside dc wn, but in this 
case the “shoot” which sprouts from 
the top of the set would start grow­ 
ing toward the ground before taking 
a turn upward, forming an undesir­ 
able crook. 
The set is left sticking 
out of the ground about half an inch. 
It will be three years before the sets 
reach a condition for profitable cut­ 
ting. 


Following this for the next five 
years they will do their best grow­ 
ing, after which the plants begin 
slo\yly to deteriorate, until at the 
end of twenty-five years they will 
have to be taken up and replaced by 
new sets. 


In regard to the kind of soil re­ 
quired to grow the basket willow, 
low muck land with a clay sub-soil is 
the best. 
Any land that will grow 
corn or gr^ss will grow willows. 
Land subject to an annual overflow, 
which fertilizes the soil, is excellent 
for the purpose, but not wet land. 
In this section much land that was 
considered almpst good for nothing 
is producing a profitable willow crop. 
Sets may be planted in the fall, but 
the spring is the better time. 
Wil­ 
low sets are very hardy; they may be 
left outdoors all winter, and then if 
set out will sometimes grow, but al« 
ternate thawing and freezing will 
kill them. 
An interesting peculiarity 
In regard to the germination of the 
sets is the fact that the filamentary 
roots do not start from the buds, but 
come out all over the surface^of the 
set, much like the beard on a man’s 
face. 


About the only care the crop re­ 
quires is to keep the weeds down. 
The crop is fertilized by its own 
leaves. 
Three tons to the acre is 
considered a profitable crop. 
Land 
sometimes produces six to eight tons 
an acre. 
At the present time willow 
is worth $18 a ton, f. o. b cars. 
White or peeled willow is worth five 
to six cents a pound. 
It takes three 
tons of green willow to make one 
ton of white willow. 
The harvest 
for this product begins after a frost 
that causes the leaves to fall, usually 
in October, and lasts sometimes as 
late as the middle of December. 


On “ the largest farm in the coun­ 
try'' fifteen men are employed six to 
eight weeks in cutting the willows. 
They are cut with a sickle-like knife, 
and the “whips," 'Which are six or 
eight feet long, are tied into bundles 
about the size of a corn shock, load­ 
ed onto wagons and drawn directly 
to the cars. 


It would be interesting to describe 
the preparation of the willow for 
manufacture into the various wares, 
but that would exceed the purposes 
of this article, which has been to 
furnish 
information 
concerning 
a 
unique farm product, which it is 
hoped may prove of some value.

^orld is the Carnahuba palm, which 
grows in Brazil. 


It has recently been stated that in 
the .great meat-packing factories in 
Chicago every iK)rtIon of the pig is 
taaed except the squeal. 
With respect 
to the Carnahuba palm one cannot 
«yen reserve the bark. 


Its roots produce the same medici- 
nal effect as sarsaparllla. 


From parts of the tree wine and 
Tinegar are made. 
Its fruit is used for feeding cattle. 
Of the straw, hats, baskets, brooms 
and mats are made. It Is also used for 
thatching houses. 


The pulp has an agreeable taste, and 
the nut, which 
is 
oleaginous 
and 
•emulsive. is sometimes used as a sub- 
stitute for coffee. 


Its stems afford strong, light fibres, 
which acquire a beautiful' lustre, and 
fierve also for Joists, rafters and other 
building material. 


It yields 
also a 
saccharine 
sub- 
stance, as well as a starch resembling 
•ago. 


Of the wood of the stem musical in- 
struments, water tubes and pumps are 
made. 


Prom the stem a,white liquid simi- 
lar to the milk of the cocoanut, and 
* flour resembling malzena may be ex- 
tracted. 


Moreover, salt is extracted from the 
tree, and likewise an alkali used in the 
manufacture of common 
soap.—An- 
awers.

Legend on the Home of Mary and Iht

Let me first give the main outlines 
of the legend. At Nazareth was pre- 
served with pious care the House of 
our Lady. 
The 
dwelling 
place 
iu 
which she received the gracious mes- 
sage of the Incarnation, 
the 
lowly 
home which sheltered the Holy Fam- 
ily for so many years, was a very 
precious sanctuary. 
On May 10, 1291, 
a month after the taking of Tripoli 
and Ptolemals, this Holy House was 
carried by the hands of angels from 
Nazareth to a place in Dalmatia be- 
tween Flume and Tersatz on the Ad- 
riatic shore. 


It was a one romoed edifice, built of 
rod square stones, fastened with ce- 
ment, and bore proof of age and Ori- 
ental design. 
It stood without any 
foundation and had a woo'den decor- 
ated celling. 
The walls were cover- 
ed with frescoes; there was a door 
and a narrow window; inside there 
was an altar of stone, an ancient cru- 
cifix, a small cupboard, containing a 
few vessels of common use; a chim- 
ney and hearth, above which was a 
cedar statue of our Lady with the 
Hold Child In her arms. 
The pastor 
of the place learned In a vision that 
the building was the House of Our 
Lady; the stone altar that at which 
St. Peter celebrated mass, 
and 
the 
statue the work of St. Luke the Evon- 
gelist. 
In proof of the visiom he was 
cured of a serious illness. 
A deputa- 
tion of four responsible persons forth- 
with were sent to Nazareth to inves- 
tigate the mystery, and there they 
found that the house was no longer to 
be found. 


Measurement and other means tak- 
en proved that the house that had 
suddenly appeared in Dalmatia was In- 
deed none other than that which had 
as suddenly left Palestine. 
Three 
years after, on December 10, 1294, the 
Holy House again disappeared, and 
under the pontificate of Celestine V. 
came to Recanati, a little town in the 
March of Ancona, when It fixed itself 
in a laurel grove belonging to a pious 
lady called Loreto. 
It was discovered 
by some shepherds and soon became 
recognized, and 
was 
henceforth 
a 
much frequentel place of pilgrimai?e. 
Eight months afterward the house re- 
moved to a small hill, three 
miles 
from Recanati, to land belonging to 
two brothers, who, however, fell out 
shortly afterward over the division of 
wealth which began to flow to the 
new shrine. 


To save strife between the broth- 
ers the house was suddenly 'lifted once 
more, and this time settled 
down, 
finally^ in the midst of the public way. 
which had to be diverted In conse- 
quence. 
Here, too, in the course of 
time a chapel was built, which gave 
way in time to the present basilica. 
The famous pilgrimage of Loreto goes 
on today. Popes, kings and princes 
have visited this shrine and left great 
gifts. I-^ter on a festival with litur- 
gical rites was instituted; and in time 
the feast of the translation 
of 
the 
Holy House was extended to many 
countries.—Fortnightly Review.

New Registrars Named. 


Stato Health Commissioner Dixon has 
announced the appointment of 950 local 
registrars for the collcction of vital sta­ 
tistics throughout Pennsylvania. The 
ten named in Adams county arc: Dr. 
Henry Stewart, Gettysburg; C. S. Rice, 
Arendtsville; D. P. Delap, Benders- 
villc; Charles Hafer, Berwick; H. W. 
King, East Berlin; Dr. James E Glenn, 
Fairfield; R. A. Hartman, Littlestown; 
Dr. Geo. L. Rice, McSherrystown; Dr. 
Win, R. Snyder, New Oxford; Dr. C. L. 
Myers, York Sps»^gs. 


The law adopts* by the last Legisla­ 
ture for an improved system of vital 
statistics went into eiTcct January 1st, 
when these registrars assumed their du­ 
ties. Under the new law all births and 
deaths in this State must be registered 
within teu days. 
Standard forms of cer­ 
tificates have been sent to every physi 
ciau in Pennsylvania, and these are to 
bo filled out and returned to tbo local 
registrars for transmission to the State 
Health Department. 


Au important provision against baby-! 
murder is a requirement for certificates 
of both birth and death in the case of a 
still born child, and no mid-wife is per­ 
mitted to sign a death certificate for such 
child. Heavy penalties are provided for 
failure to report such deaths to the reg­ 
istrar. 


The registrars aro to receive 25 cents 
for each birth and death reported, and 
50 cents for each disinterment certificate, 
the latter to be paid by the person re 
ceiving the certificate. Registrars fail 
ing to perform their duties are liable not 
only to removal from office, but to fines 
of from $ 10 to $100.

Wisconsin now. 


Twelve dollars 
a 
ton for hay 
is 
strong evidence "that you ought 
to 
build a silo. 
Silage is more economi- 
cally harvested, stored and fed than 
any other roughage. 


In '88 the Department of Agriculture 
could find only 9 farmers in the coun- 
try who used silos, 
Silaged-fed cows 
winter better, give more milk and do 
better when put on .pasture than oth- 
ers. 
If the silage moulds and decays 
on the top do not 
begin to worry. 
This seals up the rest and keeps all 
that is under 
in 
prime 
condition. 


Pack the silage 
well at the 
sides. 
The middle will 
settle of 
its 
own 
weight, but the contact with the sides 
of the silo 
keeps it 
from 
settling 
around the outer edge.—Indiana Farm- 
er. 


crease. 
keeping of a flock of 50 on an 80 acre 
farm» or 100 on 160 acres, and now 
that sheep are up in prices to start 
with twenty-five ewes and a pure bred 
buck, and thus grow the flock, and 
adds: 


The time is ripe, or nearly ripe» for 
the introduction of a flock on every 
farm. Farmers are nov/ coming to the 
point when they can fence and cross- 
fence their farms with woven wire, 
thus enabling them to feed their sheep 
over the whole farm instead of confin- 
ing them to a permanent pasture. The 
permanent pasture very soon becomes 
sheep-sick, and the farmer becomes 
discouraged. 
However, with 
sheep- 
tight fences he can use his sheep on 
the stubble fields or on the aftermath 
of the meadows, and he can fatten hia 
lambs in the corn field to the benefit 
both of the 
lambs 
and corn 
field. 
There is more money for the amount 
invested in sheep than in any other 
kind of live stock we know of. Sheep 
are high now; the probability is that 
they will continue high. 
Sheep may 
be lower than they are now—probably 
will be^but we do not expect to live 
long enough to see sheep sell at the 
low price prevalent 
ten years 
ago. 
Even 
then, 
however» 
they 
were 
profitable. 
We v/ill never have clean 
farms until we introduce sheep hus- 
bandry. 
With the exception of this- 
tles, mullen and cockleburs in their 
mature stage, sheep will eat every 
kind of weed that we know of on the 
farm, and profit by the eating of it. 
A properly fenced farm with a hun- 
dred sheep will never be badly infested 
with weeds. Therefore, once more wei 
say. keep a few sheep. 
Don't buy 
many, for two reasons: They are high 
now, and the she^p business is one 
that must be learned—not from books 
or papers, but from actual experience 
in keeping sheep. 
A fiock of twenty- 
five will increase faster than the aver- 
age man's knowledge of how to keep 
them.

Clean up the Poultry Houses. 


Every . poultry keeper should 
pay 
considerable attention from now on 
to cleaning up the poultry premises. 
Take out all the roosting poles and nest 
boxes and dropping boards. 
Spray 
them thoroughly and cover with air- 
slaked lime dusted into all the cracks. 
Cleanse the floor so that it will be 
sweet and clean for winter use. 
A 
small hand spray pump and two or 
three buckets of whitewash will cover 
a goudly lot of poultry wall and ceil- 
ing in a few hours, and there is noth- 
ing iike a good application to make 
the house clean and bright. 
Hens 
must be kept comfortable during the 
rainy days of late fall and the cold 
ones of winter if they are to do well 
and pay for their keep and profit be- 
nicies. 


Mites will be especially active at 
this seasc-n and a thorough renovating 
of the poultry house will get rid of 
them. 
The warm nights will cause 
the mites and lice in the chicken house 
to thrive and multiply, and they sap 
the life of the hen» and chicks or any- 
thing within iheir reach,

Farm 
and Garden 
Notes. 


Success with sheep cannot bo had 
without kindness. 


Do not keep the old sheep, they take 
disease easily and so are a source of 
danger to the flock. 


Don't forget to whitewash the poul- 
try quarters frequently, adding a lit- 
tle carbolic acid to the whitewash. 


As a cure for stretches there's noth- 
ing better than melted lard; 
as a 
preventive, succulent rations is par 
excellence the thing. 


What awful results come from care- 
less owners trying to make the horse 
fit the harness. 
Keep your eyes open 
and adjust the harness to the horse. 


Alfalfa hay has been found most 
excellent for sheep, and a large flock- 
master is growing a good acreage of it 
for this express purpose. Lambs grow 
rapidly on it. 


Sheep detest mud and no matter 
how warm and commodious the barn, 
unless clean and dry, they will be very 
uncomfortable iu it and consequently 
will not thrive. 


Little chickens, as well as the older 
ones need grit, chaicoal, crushed bone, 
etc. 
They have no teeth and they 
need something to help grind and di- 
gest their feed. 


Close up those cracks in the stable 


ly to one locality, when the probabili- 
ties 
are it would thrive 
well and 
prove a profitable crop over a wide 
range 
of 
territory» 
turning 
many 
wasto places into productive lands. 
The explanation of this may lie in 
the fact that the subject of willow 
culture has not been presented 
to 
farmers for their careful considera- 
tion. 
It is the purpose of this article 
to throw light upon the subject» in 
the hope that some will profit there- 
by. 


A little historical information at 
this point may prove interesting. The 
basket willow was introduced 
into 
this country from Germany seventy- 
five years ago. 
It was brought over 
by a party of immigrants who came 
to the United States to find employ- 
ment in the salt works located at 
Liverpool, N. Y. 


The willow is a hardy plant, and 
the sturdy German folk who brought 
it as a memento of the beloved fa- 
therland, knowing its qualities, ex- 
pected it would grow and thrive in 
the new home across the seas and lit- 
tle pieces of it were set out in the wee 
gardens surrounding 
their 
humble 


American homes. 


The willow fulfilled the expecta- 
tions concerning it. 
As more land 
was acquired by these thrifty people, 
more and more willow was grown, 
and after the regular day's work was 
done, long evenings were turned to 
account shaping the willow into bas- 
kets, which were sold throughout the 
neighborhood. 
Gradually the sales 
extended 
into 
adjoining 
neighbor- 
hoods. 
After a time a few, more en- 
terprising . than the others, stopped 
"making" salt and devoted all their 
time to the culture of basket willow 
and to the manufacture of 
willow 
ware. 
They went further and bought 
all the baskets made by their less en- 
terprising 
compatriots, 
and 
then 
found markets for their wares in dis- 
tant cities. 


L. L. Therwachter and the Blddle 


Brothers, of Liverpool, are at pres- 
ent the chief buyers of willow and 
willow ware, and contract annually 
for 
hundreds 
of 
tons 
of 
willows 
grown in Wayne County alone, and 
manufacture thousands upon 
thou- 


Twenty-five years ago Mr. Barnes ob 
tained a lot of willow sets from Mr. 
Waldo, and started what has grown 
to be the largest willow farm iu this 
country. 


And now, In brief» will be ex- 
plained the manner of starting a wil- 
low farm. 
First, of course, get wil- 
low sets, preferably those of a two 
years' growth; cut these into lengths 
of ten inches each; set them in the 
ground one foot apart, iu rows three 
feet, apart; 
plant these 
pencil-like 
sets right side up—that is» larger end 
goes into the ground first, preserving 
the relative position It occupied upon 
the parent plant. 
It would not be 
fatal to the growth of the plant to 
put the set upside dcwn. but in this 
case the **shoot" which sprouts from 
the top of the set would start grow- 
ing toward the ground before taking 
a turn upward, forming an undesir- 
able crook. 
The set is left sticking 
out of the ground about half an inch. 
It will be three years before the sets 
reach a condition for profitable cut- 
ting. 


Following this for the next five 
years they will do their best grow- 
ing, after which the plants 
begin 
slovfly to deteriorate» until at the 
end of twenty-five years they will 
have to be taken up and replaced by 
new sets. 


In regard to the kind of soil re- 
quired to grow the basket willow, 
low muck land with a clay sub-soil is 
the best. 
Any land that will grow 
corn 
or gr^ss will grow 
willows. 
Land subject to an annual overflow, 
which fertilizes the soil, is excellent 
for the purpose, but not wet land. 
In this section much land that was 
considered almpst good for nothing 
is producing a profitable willow crop. 
Sets may be planted in the fall, but 
the spring is the better time. 
Wil- 
low sets ai-e very hardy; they may be 
left outdoors all winter, and then ii 
set out will sometimes grow, but al- 
ternate thawing 
and freezing 
will 
kill them. 
An interesting peculiarity 
in regard to the germination of the 
sets is the fact that the 
filamentary 
roots do not start from the buds, but 
come out all over the surface^of the 
set, much like the beard ou a man's 
face. 


About the only care the crop re- 
quires is to keep the weeds down. 
The crop is fertilized by its own 
leaves. 
Three tons to the acre is 
considered a profitable crop. 
Land 
sometimes produces sis to eight tons 
an acre. 
At the present time willow 
is worth $18 a ton. f. o. b cars. 
White or peeled willow is worth five 
to six cents a pound. 
It takes three 
tons of green willow to make one 
ton of white willow. 
The harvest 
for this product begins after a frost 
that causes the leaves to fall, usually 
in October, and lasts sometimes as 
late as the middle of December. 


On "the largest farm in the coun- 
try" fifteen men are employed six to 
eight weeks in cutting the willows. 
They are cut with a sickle-like knife, 
and the "whips," 'Which are six or 
eight feet long, are tied into bundles 
about the size of a corn shock, load- 
ed onto wagons and drawn directly 
to the cars. 


It would be interesting to describe 
the preparation of the willow for 
manufacture into the various wares, 
but that would exceed the purposes 
of this article, which has been to 
furnish 
information 
concerning 
a 
unique 
farm 
product, 
v/hich it 
is 
hoped may pi'ove of some value.

MOST COSTLY GARMENT. 


Rarsst in the World is a Feather 


Cloak Valued at $1..013,000. 


What is probably the most costly 


garment in the United States is 
stored away in a corner of the United 
States National Museum at Washing- 
ton. 
It is not a feminine gown, nor 


is its fashion of any civilized country. 
It is a product of savage art, being a 
Hawaiian ceremonial cloak made of 


I the feathers of birds peculiar to the 


islands. 


The label beneath it states that it 


was a present from King Kamehame- 
hn IU to Commodore J. H. Aulick. 
U. S. N., and that it was the mantel 
of the former's father.. Tameharneha. 


j It is further stated that the yellow 


j feathers cf which the cloak is largely 


composed were valued at $1.50 for 
live. 


i 
Not only are these feathers very 


| smuH. but the bird to which they be- 
i longed was very difficult to caich. Ic 


is estimated that, including the price 
cf the feathers, not less than a mil- 
lion dollars" worth of labor was ex- 
pended on this cloak. 


The feather work of the Hawaiians 


is now a lost art. This is to be la- 
mented, for the feather cloaks of ths 
Hawaiians are both curious and in- 
teresting- 


The c'oaks—"mamos," in the native 


language—which were worn only by 
the kings and highest chiefs, are of 
great beauty. All the early travel- 
lers to the Hawaiian group mention 
them. Captain Cook, who in 1778 was 
the first to \isit the islands, was re- 
ceived by the natives with all the 
ceremony and adoration which they 
thought due to him as a god. and their 
chiefs presented him with several 
feather covered cloaks and helmets, 
which they regarded as their most 
priceless treasures. 


The groundwork of all the feather 


work is a coarse matting, made of 
string manufactured from the fibre 
of the olona, a native grass. 
The 


outer side is alone covered with 
feathers, the shafts of which are dex- 
terously and closely interwoven into, 
or sewn on. the fabric of the net, so 
that the feathers, which overlap one 
another, present a surface as smooth 
and glossy as the back of a living 
bird. 


Though ofreri spoken of as royal 


cloa!-:*?. only i hose made from 
the 


brilliant hued feathers of the now 
extinct niamo bird can properly be 
so described. The right 
to wear 


cloaks from the fsathers of the royal 
bird was the exclusive prerogative of 
the King. 


To all others yellow was, in the 


nathe 
language, taboo. A yellow 


cloak was a veritable cloth of gold. 


I and when worn with a helmet of the 


same color :• formed a garb of royal 
magniflecnc01. 
On3y one or two such 


cloaks are known ever to have been 
made. 


Even after the Hawaiians adopted 


the dress of civilization their monarch 
continued to wear the royal maaio at 
their coronations, and at the opening 
of Parliament and other state cere- 
monies it wa? spread over the throne 
a? a symbol cf tr.e royal power. Now 
it is preserved as a priceless reKc 
by certain royalists In the island?, 
though. It is probfable, without the 
knowledge of their republican fellow 
citizens. 


As late as the year 1SSS two native 


nobles wore their mamos at the open- 
ing of 
the 
Hawaiian 
Legislature, 


while the Honolulu Volunteers adopt- 
ed as part of their uniform capes c* 
yellow cloth in imitation of the marno. 
Moreover, the design of the red 5- 
cent Hawaiian postage stamp, as well 
as that of the black 25-cent stamp, ia 
the issue of 1SS3. depict the national 
hero. Kamehameha. I, attired in his

•••••••><• T is true that the only really good spelling is phonetic spell- 
* ing; it is unfortunately true that our orthography, though 


not wholly unphonetic, is from the true phonetic point of 
view little less than a aighunare; but it is also true that to 
reform it phoneticaHy would necessitate a. radical transform- 
ation of the great majority of the familiar forms of English 
words, because it would involve extensive alterations of the 
alphabet. To say, as some do, that this alphabetic recon- 
struction should be the end rather than the beginning—a 


goal to which a gradual approach may be made—is only to recommend the 
substitution of prolonged confusion and anarchy for a quick and sweeping rev- 
olution. But that the great mass of English-speakers, who, as Prof. Louns- 
bury has said, have lost the phonetic sense, will consent to give up at once or 
gradually, through a transition period cf vexatious confusion, their orthograph- 
ic habits, their prejudices and their convenience, in order that their spelling, 
or that of tLeir grandchildren, may assume a form which, from its strangeness 
seems to them utterly repulsive, is a supposition which cannot be entertained 
unless oae relies upon the scientific accuracy of oae's principles more than up- 
on one's knowledge of human nature. 


The full recognition of this fact by the S:rap!iSed Spelling Board is what 


chiefly distinguishes its program and makes ic a practicable and hopeful one. 
All of its members, probably heartily believe in the phonetic principle; they 
may expect or hope that some time it may be embodied in English orthog- 
raphy; but they are agreed that it must be subordinated to other practical 
principles ia any reform for which it is reasonable to work. They have not 
abandoned the standard of the earlier revolt: buc they have changed the point 
of attack and the plan of campaign. This shoul-1 be distinctly grasped by all 
who are interested ia their work and plans.—The Century.

One 
class is as harmful as the other to the community, 


Everv person endowed with extra physical and mental force is entitled 


to compensation for ail the extra services he can render because of such en- 
dowments, but he has no right to use such endowments to force from another 
his wealth unless we go back to a nature where "every mun is a law unto 
himself."'

RADIO-ACTIVITY AND LIFE. 


European 
Scientist 
Speculates on 


Some Interesting Analogies. 


J. J. Laudin Chabot makes, in the 


Physikalische Zeitschrift. some strik- 
ing speculations on certain analogies 
shown by the phenomena of radio-ac- 
tivity with ebullition on the one hand, 
and with the decomposition as accom- 
panying, say. the life of albumen, on 
the ether. 


The atoms of radio-active substan- 


ces are in a state of unstable equili- 
brium. Some of them every now and 
then pass abruptly into the next state. 
The passage amounts to "an explosion, 
although it differs from ordinary ex- 
plosions in not* necessarily tending to 
the simultaneous explosion of all oth- 
er atoms around. A somewhat simi- 
lar phenomenon is presented by a 
boiling liquid. 


Some striking analogies to the be- 


havior of the emanations and the rare 
gases such as argon and helium are 
offered by nitrogen, which Is a con- 
stituent of nearly every explosive sub- 
stance. Among the 
compounds of 


nitrogen, cyanogen (carbon plus nit- 
rogen) deserves special consideration 
on account of its importance in the 
decomposition of albumen. All the 
nitrogenous compounds resulting from 
the decomposition of albumen contain 
syanogen. This has a high internal 
energy, and it is therefore extremely 
unstable. Pflueger believes it to be a. 
constituent of all living matter, and 
calls cyanic acid a "semi-living" mole- 
cule. 


The presence of oxygen compounds 


increase the instability of the cyano- 
gen compounds, so that, as in the case 
cf the emanations, the least impulse 
suflices to make the living molecule 
explode and produce helium. 
The 


transformation of albumen takes place 
according to the same mathematical 
law as does the decay of radio-activ- 
ity- 
Like the radio-active substances, 


albumen has a limited and predeter- 
mined life. 


The phenomenon of life would thns 


become ia principle Identical with 
those of radio-activity, by aa equally 
necessary result of known causes, but 
of a much wider scope in nature.

KING. CHRISTIAN, 
f OF DENMARK, DEAD 


Copenhagen, Denmark, an. 30* — 
Obriatian the Ninth» tko a*od king of 
D©nmark, (3den of tho crowned beads 
pf Europe, father of King George, of 
Wreece; of Queen Alexandra, of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of the Dow­ 
ager Empress Maria Foodororna, of 
Russia; grandfather of King Haakon 
the Seventh, of Norway, and related by 
blood or by marriage to most of the 
European rulers, died with startling 
•nddcnness in the Amalienborg palace. 
The accession of his successor, Prince 
Frederick, his eldest son, who will b# 
known as Frederick the Eighth, was 
proclaimed today. 


The death of King Christian, who 
was 88 years old, has plunged half the 
ccurts of Europe into the deepest of 
mourning and brought a sense of great 
loss as well as sincere grief to every 
one throughout the kingdom of Den* 
mark, reaching even to the humblest 
cottage, evidence of which is shown 
everywhere. It has cast a pall over the 
palaces of the monarchs of Great Bri­ 
tain, Russia, Norway and Greece. 


King Christian appeared to be in hit 
usual health' in the morning. 
After 
takivig breakfast he held a public au­ 
dience, which it has been his custom to 
do every Monday morning. The recep­ 
tion wa^largely attended and his ma­ 
jesty . conversed 
freely and 
affably 
with a^numberof officials and other per­ 
ianth When the function was over, the 
king, though appearing to be slightly 
illtigued, attended- luncheon with the 
»embers of his« family. 
During the 
meal his majesty complained of indis­ 
position-and was assisted to his bed­ 
room by the dowager empress and 
Prince’ Hans. A court physician was 
summoned, but by the time he arrived 
the king had collapsed. The physician 
need prompt restoratives, but his ef- 
Arts were useless, and King Christian 
‘expired, almost 
without uttering a 
word, in the arms of the dowager em­ 
pires» and in the presence of the court 
physician and Prince Hans. The cause 
oft death was heart failure.

PEARL OYSTER FARMS. 


Methods Pursued en the Coasts ef 


Japan and Ceylon. 


The usual practice in fishing for 


pearls has be«* to hunt for them where 
oysters containing them happen to be. 
But the pearl oyster, like the edible 
oyster, can be cultivated, and the busi- 
ness of raising it in convenient locali- 
ties has become quite an industry in 
Japan. The suggestion that the ex- 
periment be made was made by an 
American about fifteen years ago to 
a certain Mr. Mikimoto, of Shim*. 
Since then, according to the National 
Geographic Magazine, the business has 
so developed that on Mr. Mikimoto's 
marine farm there are now millions 
of pearl oysters under cultivation, and 
he is able to put on the market every 
year a large crop of gems. 


This particular farm is In the Bay 


of Ago. on the Pacific side of Central 
Japan, a few miles south of the fa- 
mous Temple of Ise. The bay, like 
all in which the pearl oyster grows in 
abundance, is a very quiet piece of 
water with a most irregular, highly 
broken up coast line full of deep run- 
ning inlets, with a depth of 20 to -10 
feet, and affording most favorable 
shelter. Somewhat out of the centre 
of the bay to the north there is a 
little island called Takodo, where the 
necessary buildings are placed, and 
where a colony of 100 persons has 
been established. The area devoted 
to oysters is fully 1,000 acres. They 
breed in July and August- 
A few 


weeks before this large stones are 
placed near them to collect the "spat," 
or tiny offspring, and in November the 
stones are removed (if in shallower 
water) to places where there is at 
least a depth of five or six feet. This 
change is made to protect the young 
against cold. 


The young shells are then left quiet 


and allowed to grow for three years, 
or, better, some may be removed to 
deeper waters, and where they are 
given more space, get more- food and 
grow better. 
At the end of three 


years, when they are about two or 
three inches across^ they are taken 
out of the water, and the operations 
necessary for inducing them to pro- 
duce pearls—that is, of putting in nu- 
clei for pearls— ire performed upon 
them. At present the number thus 
operated on in a year is only 250,000 or 
300,000. They are then put back in 
the sea and spread out at the rate of 
about thirty to every tsubo (six feet 
square), and are left alone for four 
years more. At the end of that time, 
or seven years and a half from the be- 
ginning, they are taken out of the 
water and opened. Natural pearls, as 
well as "culture pearls," are thus har- 
vested and put on the market. 


The operation here referred to con- 


sists of the introduction of minute par- 
ticles of transparent material, some- 
etimes mother-of-pearl. 
On these is 


deposited the secretion which forms 
the true pearl. 


In the island of Ceylon, which has 


long been famous for its pearl fisher- 
ies, the government has recently be- 
gun to use elaborate machinery for 
the recovery of the jewels. Accord- 
ing to a writer for the Engineering 
Supplement of "The .London Times," 
the procedure is to collect the oysters 
into trucks, and from them to fill what 
are called the "rotting screens," in 
which the oysters are allowed to stay 
till-rotted. This process has the effect 
of opening the shells, which, with their 
contents, are then fed into "washing 
screens," where the shells and ''sara- 
ku" (consisting of chipped shell, bis- 
sus, sand, pearls, eac.) are separated 
from each other. 'The shells then pass 
away to a. dump, and are then ready 
for sale; the "saraku," which contains 
the pearls, passes through the meshes 
of the "washing screens" and is car- 
ried by running water into the "classi- 
fier," which consists of a revolving 
screen upon which play jets of water. 
The meshes of this screen are suited 
to the degree of classification required, 
and in this way the pearls, with small 
pieces of shell, are separated from 
the rest of the "saraku." This valua- 
ble residue is taken on a perforated 
belt conveyor to the "separators," 
Which are inclined metal plates down 
which the mixture rolls, with the re- 
sult that the pearls and chips of shell 
are separated from each other, and col- 
lected. This part of the process is an 
adaptation of one well known to min- 
ing engineers. A few pearls are lost, 
no doubt, but at least ninety-five out 
Df one hundred are recovered, and none 
of them are Injured. The saving of 
time and labor more than compen- 
sates, it is believed, for the loss.

Trial by Jury Losing Ground. 


Trial by jury continues to decline In 


popularity in the county courts, not- 
withstanding the numerical change in 
the jury and the increase in the more 
important cases. The number of ac- 
tions determined in 1905 was 875,280 
and only 843 were tried by juries. This 
is the lowest number of which there 
Is any record in the returns. Juries 
have never been much in request in 
the county courts. The demand for 
their services has actually diminished 
as the business of the courts has in- 
creased: '1*75, 1030; 1885, 1150; 1895, 
1186; 1905, 843. 


There were ten circuits in 1905 on 


which the number of cases tried by 
Juries did not exceed three. On the 
circuit which includes Bolton, Wigan 
and Oldham not a single case wa* 
tried by a jury during the year. 
la 


the employment of jurors, as in tha 
treatment of debtors, the Tiews ol 
County Court Judges differ. The de- 
cline of trial by jnry in the county 
courts may be attributed not so mnch 
to an increasing want of faith in the 
institution on the part of litigants al 
to the strong prejudice which som4 
County Court Judges exhibit against 
It—London Law Journal.

RECLAIMING SALT MEADOWS. 


tat*r**ting Work New Icing Carried 


On Near Bridgeport. 


A project in land reclamation is 


now being carried 
forward 
near 


Bridgeport, the results of which prom- 
ise to present many features of inter- 
est to pt>perty owners, particularly 
in riew of the great activit> in the 
near-by sections of Long Island, with 
tfceir vast low-lying tracts waiting Ic 
to b* made productive. Experiment* 
have ben made by the Long Island 
railroad on barren tracts near Wad- 
dine River. L. I., and reclamation 
•work Is in progress at various other 
point*, but this undertaking in Con- 
necticut is important as showing es- 
pecially what can be done in the re- 
claiming of salt meadow and making 
it available for farming and market 
gardening. 


Between Bridgeport and -Stratford, 


on the Sound share, is a tract of 1000 
ecres crossed by smail creeks and 
covered with a rank growth of salt 
grass. In the past this grass has 
been gathered and has found a mar- 
ket of indifferent 
character, being 


used for packing and bedding. 
It 


brought only $S a toe. and on that 
basis barelj- paid for the work of 
gatfiering it. 


About a year ago the work of re- 


claiming an area of ten acres was un- 
dertaken under the direction of E. J. 
HolliBter. who was the organizer and 
is now the general adviser of the Win- 
ona Agricultural Institute at AYinona, 
Lake, Ind., and who has supervised 
reclamation projects at many places 
in foe United States and Canada. One 
of nis more recent - undertakings in 
this part of the country resulted in 
converting a large tract of lowland 
and bogs at Locust Valley. L. I., into 
an attractive part of W. D. Guthrie's 
estate at that place. Immediately in 
charge of the work near Bridgeport 
is Frank R. Sammis. representing the 
Stratford Land and Improvement com- 
pany. 


The results of the first season's ef- 


forts have been highly encouraging, 
so that Mr. Hollister feels justified 
in predicting that 
this practically 


worthless tract can be made to yield 
annually hay. or "tame grass." as he 
calls it, worth at least $45 aa acre, 
with a certain increase of this amount 
to $100 an acre after the soil has been 
more thoroughly treated and made 
suitable for planting other crops 
such as sweet corn, celery and aspar- 
agus. 


The work of reclaiming land of this 


sect divides itself into two branches 
—first, fue keeping out of tidewater 
and later the bringing about of the 
necessary changes in the 
chemicsil 


make-up of the soil so that it will 
support various forms of plant life. 


The tide is kept out by the con- 


struction of dykes, and any remain- 
ing water carried off in drains. Ow- 
ing to the exclusion of the salt water, 
the meadow land naturally begins to 
"sweeten" itself—a process which is 
also hastened by rains, when they do 
not have to contend against the flood- 
ing of the tract by tidewater twice 
daily. 


The meadow is 
then thoroughly 


plowed and the doctoring of the soil 
begun. Lime is introduced to com- 
plete the "work of • counteracting the 
salt, the necessary quantity of course 
varying in different localities. 
The 


disintegration of the soil also adds 
to its capacity for retaining water 
and absorbing oxygen. 


"A salt meadow is a good deal like 


a. piece of corned beef,'' said Mr. Hol- 
lister yesterday in discussing his 
work, "and -almost the same thing hap- 
pens to it when the tide is kept oat 
as happens to a. piece of corned beef 
if it is kept out of its tub of brine. 
Decomposition is hastened, and that, 
of course, is essential to all forms of 
plant life. 


"Such a tract as there is between 


Bridgeport and Stratford is a sleeping 
giant—the power is there and needs 
only intelligent direction to make it 
.enormously productive. 
After such 


land has been thoroughly prepared 
and, as it were, made of a receptive 
character, it is comparatively easy to 
continue the treatment of it by the 
addition of the various chemical de- 
ments in which it is lacking, this 
treatment being regulated to a large 
extent by the kind of crop desired. 


•'Enormous quantities of hay 
are 


now brought to this city from the 
west and find a ready market at $16 
&. ton. Even if nothing but grass were 
to be raised on reclaimed lands around 
New Tork large areas could be made 
to yield at least three toes of hay to 
the acre. On this basis, the first 
year's crop would fully pay the cost 
of reclaiming, and would make the f«- 
tare yield unusually profitable." 


As to what might be done with oth- 


er crops, it is only necessary to re- 
call what was done with the bogs 
around Kalamazoo, Mich., which were 
long regarded as practically valueless, 
bet which are jiow worth $900 an acre 
and on which celery to the value of 
$600,000 is raised each year."—New 
York Times.

MOST COSTLY GARMENT, 


Rarest in the World 
Is a 
Feather 


Cloak Valued at $1,OQiD,000. 


What is probably the most costly 
garment 
in 
the 
United States 
Is 
stored away in a corner of the United 
States National Museum at Washing- 
ton. 
It is not a feminine gown, nor 
is its fashion of any civilized country. 
It is a product of savage art, being a 
Hawaiian ceremonial cloak made of 
the feathers of birds peculiar to the 
islands. 


The label beneath it states that It 
was a present from King Kamehame- 
ha III to Commodore J. H. Aulick. 
U. S. N., and that it was the mantel 
of the l'ormer*s father, Tamehameha. 
It is further stated that the yellow 
feathers of Avhich the cloak is largely 
composed were valued at -11.50 for 
live. 


Not only are these feathers very 
smali, but tho bird to which they be- 
longed was very difficult to catch. 
It 
is estimated that, including the price 
cf the feathers, not less than a mil- 
lion dollars' worth of labor was ex- 
pended on this cloak. 


The feather work of the Hawaiians 
is now a lost art. 
This is to be la- 
mented, for the feather cloaks of the 
Hawaiians are both curious and in- 
teresting. 


The cloaks—"mamos," in the native 
language—which were worn only bj 
the kings and highest chiefs, are of 
great beauty. 
All the early travel- 
lers to the Hawaiian group mention 
them. 
Captain Cook, who in 1778 was 
the first to visit the islands, was re- 
ceived hy tho natives w.'th all the 
ceremony and adoration wnlch they 
thought due to him as a god, and their 
chiefs presented 
him 
Avith 
several 
feather covered cloaks and helmets, 
which they regarded as their 
most 
priceless 
treasures. 


The groundwork of all the feather 
work Is a course matting, made of 
string manul'actured 
from the 
fibre 
of the olona, a native grass. 
The 
outer side 
is 
alone 
covered 
with 
feathers, the shafts of which are dex- 
terously and closely interwoven into, 
or sewn on, the fabric of the net, so 
that the feathers, which overlap one 
another, present a surface as smooth 
and glossy as tho back of 
a ' living 
bird. 


Though often spoken of as royal 
cloaks, only (hose 
made 
from 
the 
brilliant 
hued feathers of the 
now 
extinct mamo bird can properly be 
so described. 
The 
right 
to 
wear 
cloaks from the feathers of the royal 
bird was the exclusive prerogative of 
the King. 


To ail others yellow was, In the 
native 
language, 
taboo. 
A yellow 
cloak was a veritable cloth 
of 
gold, 
and when Avorn with a helmet of the 
same color h formed a garb of royal 
magniiiornc?. 
Only one or two such 
cloaks are known ever to have been 
made. 


Kven after the Hawaiians adopted 
the dress of civili/.ation their monarch 
continued to wear the royal mamo at 
their coronations, and at the opening 
of ParliamunL and other state cere- 
monies it Avas spread over the throne 
as a symbol of the royal power. Now 
it is preserved 
as a priceless 
rei;c 
by certain 
royalists in the 
islands, 
though, it is prol/able, without 
the 
knowledge of their republican fellow 
ciiixens. 


As late as the year ISSS two native 
nobles wore their mamos at the open- 
ing of 
the 
Hawaiian 
Legislature,, 
while the Honolulu Volunteers adopt-! 
ed as inirt of their unilorm capes ot 
yellow cloth in imitation of the mamy. 
Moreover, the design of the red 5- 
cent Hawaiian postage stamp, as well 
as that of the black 25-cent stamp, iu 
the issue of J883, depict the national 
hero, liamehameha, J, attired in hi.? 
mamo and helmet.—Washington Post.

T Is true that the only really good spelling Is phonetic spell- 
ing; it is unfortunately true that our orthography, though 
not wholly unphonetlc, is from the true phonetic point of 
view little less than a nightmare; but it is also true that to 
reform it phonetically would necessitate a radical transform- 
ation of the great majority of the familiar forms of English 
words, because it would involve extensive alterations of the 
alphabet. 
To say, as some do, that this alphabetic recon- 
struction should be the end rather than the beginning—a 
goal to which a gradual approach may be made—is only to recommend the 
substitution of prolonged confusion and anarchy for a quick and sweeping rev- 
olution. 
But that the great mass of English-speakers, who. as Prof. Louns- 
bury has said, have lost the phonetic sense, will consent to give up at once or 
gradually, through a transition period of vexatious contusion, their orthograph- 
ic habits, their prejudices and their convenience, In order that their spelling, 
or that of their grandchildren, may assume a form which, from its strangeness 
seems to them utterly repulsive, is a supposition which canrot be entertained 
unless one relies upon tho scientific accuracy of one's principles more than up- 
on one's knowledge of human nature. 


The full recognition of this fact by the Simplified Spelling Board is what 
chiefiy distinguishes its program and makes it a practicable and hopeful one. 
All of its members, probably heartily believe la the phonetic principle; they 
may expect or hope that some time it may be embodied in English orthog- 
raphy; but they are agreed that it must be subordinated to other practical 
principles in any reform for which it is reasonable to work. 
They have not 
abandoned the standard of the earlier revolt; but they have changed the point 
of attack and the plan of campaign. 
This should be distinctly grasped by all 
who are interested in their work and plans.—The Century.

European

Speculates 
on 
Some Interesting Analogies. 


J. J. Laudin Chabot makes, in the 
Physikalische Zeitschrift, some strik- 
ing speculations on certain analogies 
shown by the phenomena of radio-ac- 
tivity with ebullition on the one hand, 
and A\'ith the decomposition as accom- 
panying, say, the life of albumen, on 
the other. 


The atoms of radio-active substan- 
ces are in a state of unstable equili- 
brium. 
Some of them every now and 
then pass abruptly into the next state. 
The passage amounts to an explosion, 
although it differs from ordinary ex- 
plosions in noU necessarily tending to 
the simultaneous explosion of all oth- 
er atoms around. 
A somewhat simi- 
lar phenomenon is presented by 
a 
boiling liQuid. 


Some striking analogies to the be- 
haA'ior of the emanations and the rare 
gases such as argon and helium are 
offered by nitrogen, which Is a con- 
stituent of nearly every explosive sub- 
stance. 
Among 
the 
compounds of 
nitrogen, cyanogen (carbon plus nit- 
rogen) deserves special consideration 
on account of its importance in the 
decomposition 
of albumen. 
All 
the 
nitrogenous compounds resulting from 
the decomposition of albumen contain 
syanogen. 
This has a high Internal 
energy, and it is therefore extremely 
unstable. 
Pflueger believes It to be a 
constituent of all living matter, and 
calls cyanic acid a "seml-living" mole- 
cule. 


The presence of oxygen compounds 
Increase the instability of the cyano- 
gen compounds, so that, as in the case 
of the emanations, the least impulse 
sufllces to make the living molecule 
explode and produce helium. 
The 
transformation of albumen takes place 
according to the same mathematical 
law as does the decay of radlo-actlA'- 
Ity. 
Like the radio-active substances, 
albumen has a limited and predeter- 
mined life. 


Tlie phenomenon of life would thus 
become 
in 
principle 
identical 
with 
those of radio-activltjs by an equally 
necessary result of known causes, but 
of a much wider scope In nature.

Methods 
Pursued 
on the 
Coasts of 
Japan and Ceylon. 


T h e 
usual 
practice 
In 
fishing 
for 
pearls h a s been to hunt for t h e m where 
oysters containing them happen to be. 
But the pearl oyster, like the edible 
oyster, can b e cultivated, and t h e busi- 
ness of raising it in convenient locali- 
ties h a s become quite an industry In 
Japan. 
The suggestion t h a t the 
ex- 
periment be made was made by a n 
American about 
fifteen 
years ago to 
a 
certain 
Mr. 
Mikimoto, 
of 
Shima, 
Since then, according to the National 
Geographic Magazine, the business has 
so developed t h a t on Mr. Mikimoto's 
m a r i n e f a r m there are now 
millions 
of pearl oysters under cultivation, and 
h e is able to p u t on the m a r k e t every 
year a large crop of gems. 


This particular farm is in t h e Bay 
of Ago, on the Pacific side of Central 
Japan, a few miles south of the fa- 
mous Temple of Ise. 
T h e bay, like 
all in which t h e pearl oyster grows in 
abundance, is a very quiet piece of 
w a t e r with a most irregular, 
highly 
broken up coast line full of deep run- 
ning inlets, with a depth of 20 to 40 
feet, 
a n d 
affording jnost 
favorable 
shelter. 
SomeAvhat out of t h e centre 
of t h e bay to the north there is 
a 
little island called Takodo, whf?re the 
necessary buildings 
are 
placed, 
and 
w h e r e a 
colony of 100 persons 
h a s 
been established. 
The 
area 
devoted 
to oysters is fully 1,000 acres. 
They 
breed In July and A u g u s t 
A few 
weeks 
before this large stones 
are 
placed n e a r t h e m to collect the "spat," 
or tiny offspring, and in November the 
stones a r e removed 
(if In 
shallower 
water) 
to places where there Is at 
least a depth of five or six feet. 
This 
change is made to protect the young 
against cold. 


The young shells are then left quiet 
and allowed to grow for three years, 
or, better, some may b e removed to 
deeper waters, and where they 
are 
given more space, get more' food and 
grow better. 
At the end of 
three 
years, .when they are about two 
or 
three 
inches across, they are 
taken 
out of the water, and t h e operations 
necessary for inducing them to pro- 
duce pearls—that is. of putting in nu- 
clei for pearls^— i r e performed upon 
them-. 
A t present the 
number 
thus 
operated on in a year is only 250,000 or 
300,000. 
They a r e then put back in 
t h e sea and spread out a t t h e rate of 
about thirty to every tsubo (six feet 
square), and a r e left alone for four 
years more. 
At the end of t h a t time, 
or seven years and a half f r o m t h e be- 
ginning, 
they a r e taken 
out of 
t h e 
water and opened. 
Natural pearls, as 
well as ''culturc pearls," are thus har- 
vested and put o n the m a r k e t . 


T h e operation here referred to con- 
sists of the introduction of minute par- 
ticles of t r a n s p a r e n t material, 
some- 
etlmes mother-of-pearl. 
On these 
is 
deposited 
the secretion which 
forms 
t h e true pearl. 


In the Island of Ceylon, which has 
long been famous for its pearl 
fisher- 
ies, the government has recently be- 
gun to use elaborate machinery 
for 
t h e recovery of the jewels. 
Accord- 
ing to a writer for the 
Engineering 
Supplement of "The .London 
Times," 
t h e procedure Is to collect the oysters 
into trucks, and f r o m them to fill what 
a r e called the "rotting screens," 
in 
which the oysters are allowed to stay 
till rotted. 
This process has the effect 
of opening the shells, which, with their 
contents, a r e then fed Into "washing 
screens," where the shells and "sara- 
ku" (consisting of chipped shell, bis- 
sus, sand, pearls, eac.) a r e separated 
from each other. 'The shells then pass 
away to a dump, and a r e then ready 
for sale; the "saraku," which contains 
the pearls, passes through t h e meshes 
of the "washing screens" and is car- 
ried by r u n n i n g water into the "classi- 
fier," 
which 
consists of a 
revolving 
screen upon which play jets of water. 
T h e meshes of this screen are suited 
to the degree of classification required, 
and In this way the pearls, with small 
pieces 
of 
shell, 
are 
separated 
from 
the rest of the "saraku." 
This valua- 
ble residue Is taken on a perforated 
belt 
conveyor 
to 
the 
"separators," 
which a r e Inclined metal plates down 
which t h e mixture rolls, with t h e re- 
sult t h a t the pearls and chips of shell 
are separated f r o m each other, and col- 
lected. 
This part of the process is an 
adaptation of one well known to min- 
ing engineers. 
A few pearls are lost, 
no doubt, but at least ninety-five out 
ot one hundred a r e recovered, and none 
of t h e m are injured, 
T h e saving of 
time 
and 
labor 
more than 
compen- 
sates, it Is believed, for the loss. 


Trial by Jury Losing Ground. 


Trial by jury continues to decline in 
popularity In the county courts, not- 
withstanding the numerical change In 
t h e jury and the increase in the more 
Important cases. 
T h e number of ac- 
tions determined in 1905 w a s 875.280 
and only 843 w e r e tried by juries. This 
is t h e lowest n u m b e r of which there 
is any record in the retm-ns. 
Juries 
hav,e never been uauch In request In 
t h e county courts. 
T h e demand for 
their services h a s actually diminished 
a s the business of the courts has In- 
creaBedrl875, 1030; 1885, 1150; 1895, 
i m ; 
1905, 843. 


T h e r e were t e n circuits In 1905 on 
which t h e n u m b e r of cases tried by 
Juries did not exceed three. 
On the 
circuit which includes Bolton, Wigan 
and Oldham not a single case 
was 
tried by a jury during the year. 
In 
t h e employment of jurors, as In the 
t r e a t m e n t of debtors, t h e views 
ol 
County Court Judges differ. 
T h e de* 
d i n e of trial by jury in t h e 
county 
courts m a y be attributed not so much 
to an increasing want of faith in the 
institution on t h e part of litigants a l 
to the strong prejudice which 
soms 
County Court J u d g e s exhibit 
againit

Interesting Work New Being Carried 
On Near Bridgeport. 


A projoct in land reclamation 
Is 
n o w 
bping 
carried 
forward 
near 
Bridgeport, the results of Avhich prom- 
ise to present many features of inter- 
est to property 
owners, 
particnlurly 
in vicAV of the groat activity in the 
near-by sections of Long Island, with 
their vast low-lying tracts waiting tc 
to bo made productive. 
Experiments 
have ben made by the Long 
Island 
railroad on barren tracts near AVad- 
ding River, L. I., 
and 
reclamation 
work is in progress at various other 
points, but this undertaking in Con- 
necticut is important as showing es- 
pecially what can be done in tho re- 
claiming of salt meadow and making 
it available for farming and 
m a r k e t 
gardening. 


Between Bridgev^ort and 
Stratford, 
on t h e Sound shore, is a tract of 1000 
acres 
crossed 
by small 
creeks 
and 
covered with a rank growth of 
salt 
grass. 
In the past this 
grass 
has

HolUster. w h o was the organizer and 
is now the general adviser of the Win- 
ona Agricultural Institute a t Winona, 
Lake, Ind., ajid who h a s 
supervised 
reclamation projects at many 
places 
in Hfe United States and Canada. One 
of nis more r e c e n t - i m d e r t a k i n g s 
in 
this part of t h e country resulted 
In 
converting a large tract of 
lowland 
and bogs at Locust Valley. L. L. into 
an attractive part of W. D. Guthrie's 
estate at that place. 
Immediately in 
charge of the work near 
Bridgeport 
is F r a n k R. Sammis, representing the 
Stratford Land and Improvement com- 
pany. 


T h e results of the first season's ef- 
forts have been highly 
encouraging, 
so that 
Mr. Hollister feels justified 
in 
predicting t h a t 
this 
practically 
worthless tract can be made to yield 
annually hay, or "tamo grass." as he 
calls it, worth a t least $45 an 
acre, 
with a certain increase of this amount 
to $100 an acre after the soil h a s been 
m o r e thoroughly 
treated and 
made 
suitable 
for 
planting 
other 
crops 
such as sweet corn, celery and aspar- 
agus. 


T h e work of reclaiming land of this 
Bcv-t divides itself into two 
branches 
—first, (TTe keeping out of tldeAvater 
and later the bringing about of 
the 
necessary changes in 
the 
chemical 
make-up of t h e soil so that it 
will 
support various forms of plant life. 


T h e tide is kept out by the 
con- 


• 


struction of dykes, and any 
remain- 
ing water carried off in drains. 
Ow- 
ing to t h e exclusion of the salt water, 
the meadow land naturally begins to 
"sweeten" Itself—a process Avhich is 
also hastened by rains, when they do 
not have t o contend against the flood- 
ing of t h e t r a c t by tidewater 
twice 
daily.

begun.

"A salt meadow is a good deal like 
a piece of corned beef," said Mr. Hol-

pens to it w h e n the tide is kept oat 
as happens to a piece of corned beef 
if it is kept out of its tub of brine. 
Decomposition is hastened, and 
that, 
of course, Is essential to all forms of 
plant life, 


"Such a tract as there is between 
Bridgeport and Stratford is a sleeping 
giant—the power is there and 
needs 
only intelligent direction to make it 
enormously 
productive. 
After 
such 
land 
has 
been 
thoroughly 
prepared 
and, as it were, made of a receptive 
character. It is comparatively easy to 
continue the t r e a t m e n t of It by 
the 
addition of the various chemical ele- 
m e n t s 
in 
which 
it is lacking,

t r e a t m e n t being regulated to a largo 
extent by the kind of crop desired. 


"Enormous 
quantities of hay 
are

to this city from

west and find a ready m a r k e t at $16 
a ton. 
Even if nothing but grass were 
to be raised on reclaimed lands around 
New York large areas could be m a d e 
to yield at least three tons of hay to 
t h e acre. 
On this basis,

year's crop would fully pay the cost 
of reclaiming, and would make t h e fu- 
t u r e yield unusually 
profitable,"

but which are now worlh $900 an acre 
and on which celery to the value of
